How the average farmer using ordi-
nary farm tools, at an expense of only
$66 can construct a sflo with a capac-
ity of 65 tuns—enough sllage to feed
20 cows 40 pounds per day for four
months—is told in a booklet gotten
out by the Live Stock Department of
the Southern Rallway, a copy of which
wlil be mailed free to any farmer ad-
tressing request for same to Allen
Foreman, live stock agent, Southern
Rullway bullding, Atlanta, Ga.

“Where there is live stock on the
farm there should be a silo” is the
title of this hooklet which tells of the
